; POOR COOKING HELD A CAUSE FOR 
HUSBANDS’ DESERTING. 


Seeretary Bicknell of the Chicago Bu- 
_ Feaua of Associated Charities and J. 
M. Hanson of the Kansas City Body Ff 
Tell of Statistics—Data Based on 125 
Cases—Hasty Marriages and Sloven- 
ly Housekeeping Also Impel the Men 
| to Leave. 


Pies that mother could not have made even 
with malice aforethought and pancakes war- 
ranted to stand service as targets in a shoot- 
Ing gallery are now held by the officials of 
charitable organizations to be the cardinal 
causes of wife desertion. Youthful mar- 
riages and slovenly methods of housekeeping 
also are enumerated as calculated to drive 
a husband into the street, but the stress of 
recent reports on this subject is laid on the 
cookery that obtains in the connubial en- 
vironment. 

Superintendent Ernest P. Bicknell of the 
Chicago Bureau of Charities and J. M. Han- 
son of the Kansas City organization both 
have come to the front with an analysis of 
the reasons for the constantly enlarging per- 
centage of wife desertion. Both agree that 
‘as the stomach leads to a man’s heart by the 
same token it leads to his spleen. From the 
tenor of the remarks made in their official re- 
ports it appears that a man who is forced to 
cut his wife's pie crust with the shears, and 
who finds it convenient to shy the doughnuts 
at the sparrows outside the dining-room win- 
dow may without surprise be found enrolled 
among the deserters of the home. Both men 
believe that the conditions may be improved. 
by teaching wives to realize their a 
bility. 


Bicknell Talks of Desertiona, 

Superintendent Bicknell says: 

“Doubtless youthful marriages and poor 
housekeeping are influences which must be 
reckoned in an analysis of causes which lead 
to wife desertion. As the subject receives in- 
creasing attention other causes will appear. 
The readiness of charitable organizations to 
relleve the husband of his natural and legal 
responsibilities is unquestionably worthy of 
consideration, as is the ignorance of the for- 
eigner who translates the liberty of his new 
home into license. 

“ Whatever the causes, the sum total of 

their operation is manifest in a growing dis- 

regard of the responsibilities of married life. 

The first step toward reform would seem not 
unwisely to consist of the enactment anden- 

forcement of laws designed to call attention 

sharply to these responsibilities; laws which 

will define unmistakably the position of the 

State in this vital matter.“ 


Work of J. M. Hanson. | 
| Mr. J. M. Hanson, general secretary of the 
Associated. Charities of Kansas City, has 
studied this problem as it relates to the 125 
deserted wives on the records of that organi- 
zation. He found that most of the wives de- 
serted by their husbands were wretched

SIXTH INDICTMENT IN THE

Kansas City, Mo. June 18.—4 jury in the 


Criminal Court today decided that Lulu 


Prince-Kennedy was guilty of murder in the 


second degree for having killed her husband, 
Philip H. Kennedy, on Feb. 20 last, and as- 
sessed her punishment at ten years in the 
penitentiary. When the verdict was read 
this remarkable 20-year-old. prisoner, whose 
cool, indifferent manner has for five months 
baffied the jail officials who have had her in 
charge, looked straight ahead of her. She 
neither burst out crying nor moved a muscle. 
Later she expressed interest, but nothing 
more. a | 

Later, when Mrs. Kennedy had been taken 
into a little room adjoining the courtroom and 
the crowd was beginning to leave, sobs and 
moans were heard. They came from Mrs. 
Prince, mother of the prisoner, and Mrs. 
Leon, the girl's sister. C. W. Prince, the 
father, was trying to pacify them, while Bert 
Prince paced up and down the corridor, sob- 
bing and wringing his hands. »-ulu Kennedy 
sat thoughtful and Silent, gazing fixedly be- 
fore her. Taken to her cell, she maintained 
her ealm manner. She refused to discuss 
the verdict. | 

C. W. Prince had shown not the least emo- 


tion, and only showed interest in the proceed- | 


ings when the case against himself and his 
sons was called. 7 

Judge Wofford asked if both sides were 
reidy for the trial of C. W. Prince, Bert and 
Will Prince, father and brothers, respective- 
ly, of Mrs. Kennedy, on the charge of con- 
spiracy to kill Kennedy. The State was 
ready, but the defense asked postponement 
‘till Monday. Judge Wofford said he wished 
to call in another Judge to sit in the case. 
I am not satisfied,’ sald he, that Bert 
Prince and the old man were at the Ridge 
Building at the time of the killing.“ 


This seemed to interest the father more 


than the verdict just rendered, and the pris- 
oner raised her head and listened intently to 
the talk about her relatives. 

An appeal may be taken from the verdict. 
The conspiracy case against the Princes;has 
been set for Monday next. 

The murder of Kennedy occurred at 5:40 
o'clock in the evening of Feb. 10 last in the 
new Ridge Building, in the center of the 
business district. Kennedy, who was con- 
tracting agent of the Merchants’ Dispatch 
Transportation company, was sitting at his 
desk in his office when called to the door 
dy Dr. Cross, the woman's physician. Mrs. 
Kennedy followed the physician closely, 
asked her husband if he intended to live with 
her, and, receiving a negative answer, be- 
gan shooting.“ She fired. five shots, all of 
which took effect, any one of which 
would have proved fatal. Kennedy died al- 
most inetantly, the only words escaping his 
Ups being: It wasn’t her gun.“ 

Before she was taken, away by the police 
the woman kicked the prostrate man in the 
face, remarking: Tou will never deceive 
another girl.” omas Kennedy, a brother 
of the man, tried to wrest the revolver from 
Mrs. Kennedy's hand, when he was struck 
down by her brother, Will Prince.

It appears that the Rev. P. Pearson, solictor 
for the Swedish Immigrants’ Home, has re- 
ceived the authority of the Board of Man- 
agement to collect money for the home, he 
to receive 40 per cent of all moneys collected.

Mr. Pearson often received as high as $200 
or more in a single day for the home. The

Chicago leaders in religious work are wide- 
ly at variance in their views of the sound- 
ness of Professor Hall's argument. Some 
laugh at the idea of any one disputing his 
contentions, and declare the theory of evo- 
lution has long been accepted by the great 
majority of thinking people. Others insist 
it.is only a theory and nothing more. It 18 
suggested that a Y. M. C. A. convention is 
not an appropriate place for discussing 
man's origin, while another held that in 
no other convention would such an address 
cause surprise, much less create a sensation. 

“Foremost scientists regard Darwin's 
theory of evolution as still a theory,“ said 
the Rev. P. 8. Henson, pastor of the First 
It has not been demon- 
strated, although the trend is in that direc- 
There can be such a thing as a Chris- 
tian evolutionist, and he can accept the theo- 
ry and stil! believe in the Bible. Evolution has 
only to do with the order in which people 
were brought into the world. Evolution does 
not dispense with the first great cause If 
God evolved man he will still have need of 
God. It is sufficient to know that we have a 
common origin.“ 

The theory of evolution is generally ac- 
cepted now, and Professor Hall's contention 
is the belief é6f the majority,“ said Dr. H. W. 
Thomas. The theory is not antagonistic 
to Christianity.” 

“I am surprised that Dr. Hall's words 
created anything like a sensation,“ said the 
Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones of All Souls’ Church. 
„ However, the T. M. C. A. does not include 
among its leaders the progressive fighters. | 
Evolution has come to stay, and it is a ques- 


question of religion without evolution. Re- 
ligion must adapt itself to the theory of 
evolution.“ 

„I was greatly surprised by the report of 
the Boston sensation,” said the Rey. J. Kit- 
tredge Wheeler of the Fourth Baptist 
Church, I supposed that the man-monkey 
was dead and buried.

To ‘simplify matters a bureau of informa- 
tion was established by the police at Pier A., 
in the station of the harbor police, and there, 
gradually, one by one, the missing persons 
were accounted for. When the bureau opencd 
twelve persons were thought to have been 
drowned, as they had not gone home, and as 
it was likely they had been on the wrecked 
boat.

Among those who went to the pier to see 
the wreck and to say things about the hulk 
as a relic of the medieval ages was President 
Cromwell of the Borough of Richmond, 
Cromwell looked at the wreck as its frail 
hurricane deck bobbed up and down on the 
waves, and he said: I believe, unless Iam 
much mistaken, that last year a bill was in- 
troduced in Congress which aimed to do away 
with this portable derelict and its aged sis- 
ter ship, the Westfield.

Dank bas arranged fot naw | 
quarters on the site of the old Open Board 
of Trade Building, 18 to 24 Pacific avenue, or, 
as it is now called, La Salle street. The bank 
has been in negotiations for new quarters 
kor some time in order to secure room for its 
increasing business, and the present step was 
foreshadowed by the introduction of an ordi- 
nance in the Council changing the name of 
Pacific avenue to La Salle street. A two- 


story building, of a classic style of architec- 


ture, will replace the building now on the site. 

The plans for the building, which are by 
Holabird. & Roche, show a frontage of 100 
feet, the second floor being faced with a row 
ef columns. All the first floor will be de- 
voted to Board of Trade commission houses, 
while the basement will be given up to a res- 
Berg 4 the bank reserving the second floor 
tor its own use. Aédess to the bank will be 
from a corridor on the south side of the bulid- 
ing. which will be connected with the second 
floor by two stairways. The corridor’ itself 
will run through the Wyoming Hotel to Clark 
street and will be finished in marble, metal, 
and miosaic. The arrangement of the bank 
floor will be like that of the Chicago National 


Bank. 


The history of the lease has been varied, 
although the fee has not changed hands for 
years. In 1884 four lots were leased from 
Albert and Henry Keep. The lessees built the 
present six-story building, assigning the 


leasehold interest of the vacant portion to 


J. J. Gore and P. H. Heffron, who bullt the 
Wyoming Hotel. The Open board subse- 
‘Quently quitelalmed its interest to Heffron 
and Gore, and later, through foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, the site of the Wyoming Hotel fell 
into the hands of F. 8. Osborne and the re- 
mainder<«to the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank, This later passed to F. 8. Hebard.

months. Warden Daniel D. Healy is making 
every effort to stretch this small remainder 


institution will face a deficit of from $22,0U0 
to $30,000 at the close of the financial year. 

Mr. Healy’s first order on assuming control 
of the hospital was to discontinue the deliv- 
‘ery of coal. The present prices for fuel are 
high, and he believes that the supply on hand 
will be sufficient to provide for the institu- 
tion’s needs until the new coal contracts are 
let on July 1. | 

Members of the County board offer various 
explanations of how former Warden James 
H. Graham spent $120,000 in about seven 
months. It is shown that old bills from last 
year took $22,000 from the last appropriation 
in one lump. Then, it is argued, more fuel 
was needed during the winter months. 
Warden Healy finds no fault with the pres- 
ent financial conditions. 
Aa matter of fact,” said he, when ques- 
tioned as to a possible deficiency at the close 
of the year, the appropriations for the hos- 
pital have not been increased despite the 
fact that the growth of the institution has 
almost doubled the number of patients usual 
in former years. Then supplies are much 
higher now than they were during the years 
of hard times. Each year $200,000 could be 
spent here and there would not be a penny 
too much, Within a month I shall know just 


I fear, however, that the holdover bills will 
exceed the $22,000 of last year. 

Mr. Healy has shut out the claim agents 
of corporations and the solicitors for at- 
torneys seeking personal injury cases to 
carry into the courts. For years these men 
have had access to patients and have been 
nuisance. 

“Yes, I shall hold to this rule,“ said Mr. 
Healy. “If the corporations want to se: 
tle with the injured let them wait until the 
patient has recovered, or at least is wholly 
responsible. Lawyers seeking cases will 
be treated in the same way, so the cor- 
porations, I believe, will have no cause 
for complaint. Every protection possible 
should be given patients.“

CENSUS OF UNITED KINGDOM. 


First Volume of Returns Shows Popula- 
tion of 41,454,578, of Which Eng- 
land and Wales Have 78.4 Per Cent. 


ray CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBU 

LONDON, June 15.—The first volume of 
the census returns shows the population of 
the United Kingdom to be 41,454,578, an in- 
crease in ten years of 3,721,656. England and 
Wales show 78.4 per cent of the total. The 
volume chiefly deals with England and 
Wales, to which alone the following figures 
apply: 

Excess of females over males, 1,082,619 (the 
war, however, is responsible for the absence 
of many men); number of families, 7,048,302; 
increase in ten years, 917,302; average num- 
ber of persons to a family, 4.61, compared 
with 4.73; average inhabitants per 
5.19, compared with 5.32. 

The populations of towns is 77 per cent of 
the whole. Im addition to London’ eight 
towns exceed 250,000. The population of 
Liverpool is 684,947; Manchester, 548,969; 
and Birmingham, 522,182. The birth rate 18 
steadily decreasing, so is the death rate. 
The total increase in these countries in the 
last ten years was 3,525,550. 

The increase now recorded is numeral 
greater than in any previous decade, but the 
progression in percentage is lower than in 
any ten years in the last century, cept 
1851-1861. The excess of births over ths 
from 1881 to 1891 was 13.97 per cent, and 
from 1891 to 1901 only 12. 39. 

The report says: There has been a dimi- 
nution in the loss of population by 7 ex- 
cess of emigration over immigration, to the 
extent of 601,499. But for the unusual ‘drain 
on the resident population as a result of the 
war the loss probably would have been en- 
tirely wiped out and a gain established for 
the first time by the excess of immigtation 


over emigration.

FIGARO ON LOSING 


PARIS DESERTS | PAPER. FOR ITS 


Troubles of the Journal, dade the Most. 
| misadventures of the Figaro and Soleil form 


Popular in France, Continue te In- 
crease — Royalist Support With- 
drawn Eariy in Fight and the 
“Smart Set” * Followed—Fa- 
tality of the Famous Case Continues 
to Find Its Vietims. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE or THE CHICAGO 
‘TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, June 6.—The changes and up- 
heavals in the affairs of the Figaro have 
caused a great deal of comment in society. 
To understand the situation quite thorough'y 
one must go back a few years in the history 
of the paper. Five years ago the Figaro was 
the most influential, most widely quoted 
paper in Paris. Its political tendencies were 
royalist, its policy conservative, and it re- 
eeived a heavy subvention from the Duke of 
Orleans. The tone of the paper was gay, 
‘mischievous, newsy, and literary, while lis 
news service was one of the best in Europe. 
Then came the luckless Dreyfus affair. 
Whether on account of monetary considera- 
tions, as is asserted in newspaper circies, or 
whether from principle, the Figaro’s director, 
Fernand de Rodays, espoused the cause of 
Dreyfus and plunged into one of the most re 
markable campaigns ever made in newspaper 
history. As the new policy of the paper was 
absolutely in disaccord with the views of the 
majority of Figaro readers, the effect was 
soon felt. The Duke at once withdrew his 
support and was followed by nearly all the 
royalist leaders in France. Then it became 
smart to omit the Figaro from the list of 
morning papers. Angry Frenchmen, anti- 
Dreyfusards, forbade their subscriptions be- 


ing sent them. De Rodays received hundreds 


of threatening letters, menacing even his life, 
People wrote him if he continued his “ dirty 
sheet he was not to continue their name on 
his subscription list. Their money he could 
keep, also his paper with it. 

Figaro Loses Caste. 

Before the Dréyfus affair no smart woman 
considered herself lancee unless her 
soirées were cited in the Figaro society 
columns, and no one dreamed of concluding 
a marriage contract without announcing it 
in the Figaro. All this changed with the 
Dreyfus case. Fashionable women, for the 
smart set with several notable exceptions 


were all anti-Dreyfusard, turned Figaro re- 


porters out of their houses, wrote insulting 
letters to the paper if their affairs appeared 
in the Figaro, and in somie cases went to 
law. Then it became chic not to own Figaro 
stock, which was offered at low prices. This 
injured the value of the stock, and the fall- 
ing off and cessation of thousands of sub- 
scriptions proved still more disastrous. 
With thetFigaro’s new attitude there was 
only one possible course te follow—that was 
to adopt the governmenfal policy. 

«This the Figaro did with vigor, and De 
Rodays received the Legion of Honor for 
his services. Then the Germans, who are 
anxious to have an organ for business in- 
terests and perhaps other interests, started 
buying up Figaro shares for sale at low 
rates until they almost controlled all the 
stock, but the work of the Germans leaked 
out, not, however, until both De Rodays and 
Perrivier, codirectors, had been asked to 
resign. De Rodays did as he was bid, but 
Perrivier resisted and continued running the 
paper by force, not, however, on the recent 
lines, but in accordance with the original 
policy of the Figaro. The Figaro will 
eventually pass from under Perrivier's con- 
trol, but he is making a gallant fight to keep 
his editorial chair. That the Figaro will 
ever regain its hold on the Paris public is 
unlikely, for the readers it used to count 
have gone over to other papers, and habits 
are difficult to change in France. 


Is Ruin of Cornely. 


One of the extraordinary incidents in the 
recent crisis is the fate of Cornely, the ex- 
Royalist writer. Cornely had for years been 
employed on the Gaulois as an editorial 
writer and was one of the close friends of 
the Royalists of France. When De Rodays 


decided to change the Figaro's policy and 


champion the Dreyfus cause he thought if 
he could secure Cornely he could better in- 
fluence Royalists. So he offered Cornely a 
bigger salary than he was getting to join 
the Figaro force and pass from anti-Dreyfus- 
ardism and Royalist principles to Dreyfus- 
ardism and republicanism. Cornely accept- 
ed, but had the imprudence to write to his 
old friend and director, Arthur Meyer of the 
Gaulols, that he left his party, his paper, and 
his Royalist principles to assure himself more 
bread in his old days. Arthur Meyer pub- 


lished the fac-simile of the letter, with a re- | 


sult that he ruined Cornely’s prestige among 
Frenchmen, and as soon as Perrivier got De 
Rodays out of the way he dismissed Cornely, 
whose bread in his old age seems compro- 
mised unless the government accords him 
an official appointment for his conversion to 
republicanism, which many people esteem 
he deserves ong wie the motives of his con- 
version. 

The Figaro, under De Rodays, made wid 
lant efforts for public favor, opening sub- 
scription lists for the benefit of Mme. Klob 
and other widows of officers killed in cam- 
paign. These subscriptions were invariably 
refused. The same fate which befel the 
Figaro has befallen the Soleil, which also 
championed the Dreyfus cause. The sub- 
wcriptions were returned, and young Philippe

went to Brest and Rennes purposely to de- 
fend Dreyfus, received nearly as many 
threats and menaces as De Rodays, and the

These speculations have been 
causing a good deal of amusement among 
men on the bourse. On the day that Castel- 
lane went to De Rodays’ house to slap his face 
the valet started his operations by ordering 
100 Figaro shares sold. As he had the inside 
tip as to master’s performance he won fift 
jouis, or a thousand francs, for when the 
news of the encounter became general Figaro 
shares dropped. Since then Count Boni has 
a rival in attracting public attention. The 
valet swaggers about, and now operates 
through one of the big stock brokers on the 
bourse. The other morning the man of stocks 
was sitting in his inner office when he heard 
an evident customer declare: My coiffeur 
must be at my house every day at 8 o’clock, 
not a minute later, not a minute earlier. At 
exactly a quarter before 9 it is the turn of 
my fencing master. I mever tolerate them 
not being on time—I am inexorable.“ Curious 
to know who such an important personage 
could be, the stock broker stepped into the 
principal office, where he was presented, to 
his astonishment, to Count de Castellane’s 
premier valet. de chambre.

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TALKING THROUGH THE EARTH. 
Mr. A. Frederick Collins, a young elec- 
trician of Philadelphia, has, according to 
an account in the current Pearson’s Maga- 
gine, invented an apparatus, compact 
enough to be stowed in an ordinary dress 
suit case, whereby not only dots and dashes, 
as in Marconi’s wireless telegraphy, but 
speech and sounds in general can be trans- 


mitted through the earth without wires. 


The sending apparatus employed is sim- 
ple. A small zine wire screen, buried in a 
shallow hole m the soil, is connected by 
wire with two “ intensity coils ” mounted on 
a tripod. Between these coils are placed 
three copper sheeting “ condensers,” and 
connection is made with an ordinary tele- 
phone transmitter, also mounted on the 
“tripod. The coils are then connected by 
At a distance 
of a mile—this space has been covered in 
the tests—a similar zine wire screen, buried 
in a like fashion, is wired to the “ receiving 
mechanism, likewise mounted on a tripod, 
and when a strong current is turned on from 
the battery speech and other sounds are 
transmitted with as much distinctness as 


wire with a storage battery.

_ NEW PARK BOARDS. 
Governor Yates has at last appointed the 


Lincoln and West Park Commissioners. 


In doing it he has consulted his own prefer- 
ences instead of those of rival political 


leaders. He has deemed it better for the 
parks and for his own future peace of mind 
net to “ recognize” or appear to take sides 
with any of the politicians who have been 
suggesting names to him, This neutral at- 
titude is an assurance that local politics will 
be kept out of the park boards.

A HOME FOR CONVALESCENTS. 
With the auspicious change which lately 


has been effected th the management of the 


County Hospital the attention of the public 
is especially drawn to the provision which 
the City of Chicago makes for the care of 
its sick. There are agencies and societies 
of many different kinds that in all their 
variety ot organization have the one com- 
mon purpose of relieving physical distress. 
The large number of such enterprises makes 
it all the more surprising that one of the 
most necessary parts of the work has been 
omitted. There is no home for conyales- 
cent, | 

The vital necessity for such an institu- 
tion may not at first seem clear, but a short 
consideration of the case wil. make it ap- 
parent. Suppose a girl is taken ill with 


typhoid fever. She is carried to one of the 


hospitals, and there receives the medical 
care that stays the course of the disease 
and tides her safely over the critical stage 
of her illness. But the hospital is crowded. 
There are many other cases waiting for 
attendance. These cases seem to be more 
urgent.. And as soon as it seems consistent 


with safety the girl is taken back to her 


e. | 
Now begins what is the most distressing, 
and certainly the longest, period in a typhoid 


fever case—namely: that of convalescence. 


And what provision can the homes in certain 


parts of the city make for such an emer- 
gency? The patient is still so weak that 
she can hardly lift her hand. Almost life- 
less, she bas to spend long days and nights 
in a small, hot room, without the experi- 
enced attention that makes the struggle 


back to health possible, without the careful- 
ly prepared food that alone can keep her | 


from inanition. She is obliged to live under 
conditions that are borne with difficulty by 


her robust brothers and sisters. Want of 


light, want of air, want of palatable food, 
want of nursing, combine to make her re- 
covery tedious or impossible. The months 


of misery endtred by such a convalescent | 


are too painful for a full description. 


Any one who fully appreciates this sitwa- 


tion will be glad to know that in a conven- 
ient suburb of Chicago a citizen of some 


wealth has offered the Bureau of Charities 


a house that can be used easily as a home 
for invalids who have been discharged from 


the hospitals.

A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 

An international congress of academies— 
a sort of international clearing-house for ex- 
isting scientific societies of whatever geo- 
graphical areas—has lately been formed at 
Paris, and one of its lines will be to take up 
anew the subject of a universal language. 

The need for such a language has been 
rapidly intensified by the spread of modern 
commerce, and various attempts have been 
made to meet the need. Volapuk was the 
most important instance of a proposed arti- 
ficial language for universal use. Espe- 


ranto ig a more reeent instance. There is 


an Eastern trade journal, intended as an 
advertising medium for foreign buyers, 
which is printed entirely in Latin. 

As merce is the great pioneer and 


vehicle of international exchange and assim- | 


Uation, and as the Anglo-Saxons are the 
great exponents of commerce, it is confi- 
dently foretold by many that English is to 
become what Latin once was and what 
French to a less degree was, the interna- 
tional | . Indeed, the English- 
speaking traveler today is surprised at the 
number of people in continental Europe who 
ean speak his language. | 

It is not difficult to realize, however, that 
a new and consciously designed language, 
intended for commercial use by all nations, 
might be devised and might gain acceptance 
for that purpose. Nor is it difficult to fore- 
see that it might gradually extend its field 
and exert a profound effect directly and in- 
directly upon the linguistic development of 
the world, and, since language is the instru- 
ment. of thought, upon thought itself. It 
will perhaps please many persons who have 
speculated, if not experimented, upon this 
venturesome subject to have a responsible 
scientific body cope with possibilities. 


STREET NAMES AND NUMBERS. 
The Council is to be asked to take up the 
question of rearranging house numbers on 
the North and West Side streets, so that 


the regularity which obtains on the north 


and south streets in Hyde Park, Lake, and 
the South Division below Twelfth strevt 
may be secured. It will be a decided ad- 
vantage if something of this kind can be 
done, but it is doubtful whether a satisfac- 
tory plan can be worked out and agreed on. 

The subject is not a new one, About 
ten years ago it was thoroughly discussed 
by the Council and various schemes devised 
for the application to all the streets of the 
system of 100 numbers to the block. The 
great difficulty encountered was the fact 
that as the lake shore and the two branches 
of the river do not run due north and south 
some streets begin numbering much sooner 
than others do. An attempt was made to 
get around this by establishing base lines 
from which the cross streets might be num- 
bered east and west. After working at 
the job for a long time the Aldermen gave 
it up. They would have been more per- 
sistent had there been any pressure on the 
part of their constituents for a change. There 
was none. Indeed, the pressure was the 
other way. The proposed reform would 
have necessitated the renumbering of tens 
of usands of Houses at a cost of a 


dollar or two apiece. This looks like 6 


small sum, but property-owners have often 

complained bitterly in the past when called 

on to make these trifling expenditures. 
The hindrances to the renumbering scheme 


do not apply to the proposition to change 


the names of several of the streets. There 
are too many duplicate names which often 
cause confusion. The same names occur 


"in the old city and in Hyde Park and other 


annexed towns. It may, be found impos- 
sible to make all the changes which are 
desirable. The owners of the property on a 
Hyde Park street named after some Presi- 
dent will be no more willing to surrender 


that name than the owners of property on 


a West Side street which bears the same 
name. |

There reached Chi- 
cago yesterday the detailed plans for the cel- 
ebration of the 200th anniversary of the 
founding of Yale University. Yesterday was 
celebrated also the tenth anniversary of the 
founding of the University of Chicago. Yet 
in many ways the two great schools are even 
new standing on an equal footing. What 
Chicago lacks in academic atmosphere and 
tradition it makes up to some extent in the 
scholastic beauty of its buildings, already 
erected and under way. 
are among the largest, so far as number of 
students is concerned, and both have large 
and able faculties, and offer unexcelled facil- 
ities in laboratories and other material equip- 
ment. The Chicago university is guilty only 
of the crime of youth. For what it has ac- 
complished th spite of this handicap Mr.

SEA SERPENT OF 1001. 
Each year has its sea serpent, but sea ser- 


pents differ as one star differeth from an- 
other in glory.” The sea serpent of 1001 
made its first appearance off the little Town 
of Camden, Me., some weeks ago, but it was 
a small one, only abont forty fect long and 
entirely conventional in ite appearance. In 
these respects it was a distinct disappoint- 
ment, tor an ordinary forty-foot serpent has 
no attraction for summer residents. 


Evidently there are people in Maine who 


have felt that Camden has made a dreadful 
failure as a sea serpent resort, for the next 
story that comes from the monster is of a 
different sort. This time it was seen in 
Lake Maguerrawock by Joseph Uurtis, | 
Philip Smith, and Robert McDonald, three | 
men of good repute. The very name of the 1 
lake is suggestive of the jabberwock. That 
body of water might well be the haunt of the 
great serpent. When Joseph, Philip, and 
Robert first saw the serpent it was about a 
mile away, coming towards them, churning 
the water like the paddlewheel of a steamer, 
and throwing up great quantities of spray. 
As they watched it a large waterspout shot 
out of the lake and then a terrible roar 
echoed and reéchoed through the woods. 
Iivery minute it came closer, and when 
about fifty yards away from them the sight 
was so appalling that Joseph, Philip, and 
Robert were panic-stricken and fled. At 
the top of a hill they turned for a last look 
at the monster and saw a tail as large as 
the lighthouse on Doucet’s Island disappear 
in the heaving waters of the lake.” 


When Joseph, Philip, and Robert had suf- 


ſiciently recovered from their panic they sat 
down and compared notes, and as the result 
were agreed that the serpent was at least 
200 feet long and thirty feet wide, and that 
“the heads of fifty horses on a large steam 
engine, every head and eye moving rapidly,“ 
would give some idea of its head.

A CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS.

But they are generally, so far as we 
know, entirely dark; at least they send forth no Hight 
that the human eye could discern in the most power- 
ful telescope. They are and must forever be invisible.

(tons or wave-like motions in an ether which fills all space. There are from 
10,000 to 100,000 of these waves in the length of a single inch, and yet they 
travel forward so rapidly that they would encircle the earth seven times be- 
een two beats of the clock. Small though they are, each little wave has its 
erest, as have the billows ot the ocean. Qn the latter the distances between 
gw successive crests may be more than the length of a ship or less than that of 
's boat. So it is with light; although countless millions of millions of 
waves pass in a single second, some vibrate more rapidly than others. 
By the aid of the spectroscope the astronomer analyzes the light of a star 
pod thus finds the length of certain of the waves which it sends toward us. If

_ There are a number of cases recorded in history of new and bright stars 
blazing forth in the heavens. This, however, occurred rarely. Sometimes 
two such stars would be seen in the course of a century. Frequently several 
centuries have elapsed without anything of the kind being recorded. But in 
recent times, when people watch the heavens more carefully, it is found that 
such an occurrence takes plage every year or two. Generally, however, the 
star is so small that only a trained, expert observer would have noticed it 
among the thousands of its companions. Wonderful, therefore, was the blau- 
ing out, so recently as last February, of the most brilliant star of thie kind 
whose appearance has been recorded during the last 200 years. It is now well 
known under the name of Nova Persel or the new star in the constellation of 
Perseus. It has not yet been determined that any star visible in the most 
powerful telescope existed in the place where this one appeared. Yet, it 
blazed up until it was the brightest star in the spring sky except Sirius. Then 
it gradually faded away and has since become invisible. Whether it will dis- 
appear entirely we do not yet know. , 

No astronomer now doubts that these stars existed before they blazed up 
in this way, only they were so much smaller as not to be noticeable. A most in- 
teresting and important question is, what was the cause of such an outburst of

t. Improved means by which the desired one or more of a series of relays 
may be actuated with certainty by one receiving apparatus. 

g- Means by which a torpedo or other craft may be caused automatical- 
ly to follow the coarse of a beam of rays. 

By applying these inventions practically in suitable combinations, an au- 
tomobile torpedo, or @ submarine vessel containing motive power, after hav- 
ing been started, may be controlled and regulated on its course by a distant 


operator, on shore, on shipboard, or even in a balloon; and he can stop or re- 
verse its propelling machinery, lock, or release its pistol mechanism, and ef- 
fect with certainty as many other operations as may be required—all without 


the employment of wire or ſother material connection. 


The automobile torpedo and ihe dianemie torpedo have been good ser- 
vants within their limitations; the submarine boat has so far been little more 
than a scientific dream.

light? Is it possible that our sun may increase in light and heat in the same 
way? Even were this possible, the chances for such an occurrence would be 
too small to cause concern to the most timid person. Out of a hundred mil- 
lion stars scarcely one in a year meets with the accident. If our sun were as 
liable to the accident as any other star we should probably have to wait mil- 
lions of years before it oceurred, The actual cause of such an increase of light 
ia quite unknown to us. Perhaps the most plausible explanation is that one 
star fell into another, A collision between these two bodies would result in 
an enormous evolution of light and heat such as we see in the cases of new 
stars. But in the present state of our knowledge this is little more than a sur- 
mise. The wisest astronomer acknowledges that he does not know cause 
of the outburst. 

What gives most color to the Iden of a collision is that the most recent re- 
searches on the nature of thestars show that they are different from each 
other in their physical constitution and density. Many of them are little 
more than bright hubbles of heated gas, lighter and 
thinner than air, but cnormiously compressed by the 
weight of their superficial parts which bear upon the 
interior, If such a compressed gas were struck by a 
moving star, the result would be an explosion like that 
of a bombshell. This would account both for the 
rapid rise of the star’s brilliancy and its slow fading 
away. Additional plausibility is given to this view by 
the fact that no such star has ever been known to blaze 
out more than once. Whether, when it fades away, it 
sinks back into its former insignificance no one knows. 
There is only one ease in which a star previously known 
and recorded thus burst forth. That was in 1866. In 
this case the star did sink to just about its former

The first practical demonstration of the principle of these inventions took 
place at Stockholm in December, 1898, in presence of King Oscar, who has in- 
terested bimeelf keenly in the matter; and last year actinauts were run sue- 
cessfully both in Sweden and in Langstone Harbor, near Portsmouth, over 
distances of two and a half and three miles, respectively. There 
doubt, however, that actinautscan be controlled over much greater ranges. 
From the summit of a cliff, from a masthead, or from a balloon, a range of 
fifteen or twenty miles seems perfectly attainable. The apparatus worked by

plication would have been granted several months ago, had not the govern- 
ment, by its agreement with Mr, Whitehead, been prevented from complying 
with it.

JOCKEY HENRY HAS A BIG DAY. 


Rides Three Races in Paris, Winning 
All of Them, and Netting Four 
Thousand Dollars. 


PARIS, June 15.—Milton Henry, the Amer- 
ican jockey, who rode Cap and Bells II., the 
winner of the Oaks, and who tomorrow will 
ride Foxhall Keene’s Olympian in the Grand 
Prix at Paris, made a most successful ap- 
pearance in France at the Longchamps races 
today. He rode in three races and won all of 
them. Henry won the Prix de Mont Valerien 
on Malartio at 16 to lagainst, beating the fa- 
vorite, Multiplicateur, at 11 to 10 2 nst, by 
three lengths. He then won the x d' Ar- 
genteuil on the favorite, Pomme d Or, at 7 to 
4 against, winning by two lengths. Pomme 
d'or was behind until reaching the home- 
stretch. There the horse swerved, but Henry 
brought him in line quickly and, pressing ‘ 
him hard, finished an easy winner. Finally 
he won the Prix de Meudon, mounted on 
Ipomopsis at 9 to 2 against. His winnings 
for the day were 20,000 francs. The Paris 
Sport, commenting on Henry’s success, says:

Work will be begun at once on the build- ' 
the site selected being at the corner of 
Franklin and Harrison streets and the South 
Branch of the Chicago River, recently leased 
by. James B. Clow & Sons for a term of 
ninety-nine years from M. C. McDonald, 
The negotiations for the lease were made by 
Dunlap Smith & Co. 
The marble mill is to be completed by the 
middle of August, and the main building to 
be ready for occupancy the Ist of December 
this year. Both were designed by Holabird 
& Roche, architects, and the contract has

The main building is to be seven stories 
and basement in height, with a frontage of 
100 feet on Harrison street and 177 feet on 
Franklin street, with 177 feet facing on the 
river.

ALDERMAN MAVOR’S ORDINANCE 
IN THE CITY COUNCTZ. 


Questi of the City’s Right to Limit 
th eight of Buildings—What Shall 
the Limit Be and How Shall It Be De- 

termined? — The Economic Stand- 
point—What Is Done in Other Cities— 
° Opinions of Real Estate Men. 


The introduction in the City Council of a 
resolution to limit the height of office build- 
ings to 175 instead of 130 feet has renewed the 
interest in the entire question of limiting the 
height of buildings. Real estate men and 
others are divided on the subject. Ownérsof 
property inside the loop, especially the most 
valuable corners, are naturally inclined to the 
opinion that there should be no limit to the 
height of tall buildings, while men interested 
in values just outside of the loop are in favor 
of a limitation which will compel the ex- 
tensién of the business center of the city. 


- Right to Set a Limit. 

There is a difference of opinion as to the 
city’s right, under the present charter, to in- 
terfere with the construction of buildings to 
any height. It indisputably has the power 
to enforce the compliance of builders with 
Sanitary regulations and rules for the pre- 


vention of fires, but its right to limit the 
height of office buildings is denied by some. 

2 there is to be a limit, what shall it be, how 
is it to be determined, and what reasons can 
te given for setting the limit arbitrarily at 
130 feet or 175 feet? Owners of the best down- 
town pieces say that the great bulldings al- 
ready built have forced down-town values 
up to such a point that no ten-story building 
can be made to pay, that nothing under 
twelve stories, which means 175 feet, can be 
made profitable. The office buildings over 
ten stories high are too numerous in Chicago 
to make it any longer possible to limit build- 
ings in the office district to 130 feet. 4 


Value of Land and Buildings. 
The cost of a building of modern steel 
construction can be reckoned by the cubic 
foot with great accuracy. After the lower 
stories are accounted for the increase in cost 
per vertical foot or cubic foot is canstant. 
The twelfth and thirteenth stories cost as 
much as the ninth and tenth, adding at the 
same time to the cost of the framework and 
foundation, so that a 
will cost almost exactly twice as much as 
a ten-story bui{ding. But the ground value 
does not vary. The selling price of a site 
on La Salle street will not vary whether the 
purchaser plans a four or a fourteen story 
building.

PLENTY OF MONEY IN BOSTON. 
Brisk Market Indicates That Capital Is 


Seeking an Opportunity for 
Investment. 


Boston, Mass., June 15.—The Boston real 
estate market continues active. While in 
number and in aggregate value the transfers 
recorded this week are in excess of those 
of the corresponding week of last year, there 
have been no large deals, such as have char- 
acterized recent trading. The demand for 
unimproved property and vacant land has 
been general in the city proper and in the 
outlying districts, indicating plenty of mon- 
ey seeking investment.

GIBRALTAR.||

8S baby in the now notable group 
of Mandel brothers in Chicago, it 
may be considered that Emanuel 
Mandel as a business-man has out- 
grown the appellation. But that he 
is youngest of the brothers Simon, Leon, 
and Emanuel holds good, though. he is now 
57 years old, and for more than forty years 
has filled a man’s place in the world of 
Chicago. 
He was scarcely more than 8 years old 
when he came to Chicago as the baby son of 
a widowed mother. He had been born in 
the little Village of Kerzenheim, on the 
Rhine, on Feb. 17, 1844, and in 1853, after the 
death of his father, the mother felt that she 
would improve the prospects of her sons 
by emigrating with them to America.

Go into a street today, stop a man, and ask 
him what he thinks of the chances of Sweet 
Lavender, for instance, and he will look 
around to find a policeman. But by Friday 
night you will find that nine men out of a 
possible ten would express an opinion on the 
minute and be equally at home regarding the 
merits or demerits of Royal Victor, Lady 
Strathmore, His Eminence, Watercolor, St. 
Elias, Aurous, Beau Gallant, and a possible 
half-dozen others that have not yet been 
named. For whooping-cough' in a day 
nursery is not half so contagious as the 
whooping-it-up for a Derby favorite. And 
this in spite of the fact that not even Pandora 
ever opened anything half so surprising as 
many of Chicago's Derby races have proved 
For 10,000 years, or something fewer, a 
horserace has had its charm for the vulgar 
eye. Nothing ever distilled from corn, wheat, 
or rye has stirred the blood more rapturously. 
‘ 


For a hundred years, at least, since the first 
Derby Stakes were won at Epsom Downs, 80- 
ciety has lent its presence and its huzzas to 
the winning colt and jockey in this favored 
race, setting the seal of its approval so 
strongly upon the event that today it re- 
quires the joint efforts of sporting and so- 
ciety reporters to describe adequately in the 
newspapers how the winning colt did it. 
The first Derby was instituted by the thir- 
teenth Earl of Derby in 1780. That first 
association had thirty-six subscribers, who 
put 50 guineas each into the purses, and the 
race was run at Epsom Downs, attracting 
considerable attention in London two or 
three days afterward. 
there were only ninety members in the asso- 
ciation, with fees of £50 instead of guineas. 
On the 100th anniversary of .the meet, how- 
ever, there were 278 subscribers and a purse 
of $7,000. Ten years later these figures fell 
to 158 subscribers, with a purse of £3,675 and 
only nine colts starting. Royalty gave this 
sport of Kings another lift in 1890, until 
now the Derby winner receives not less than 


45,000 and also the surplus from entrance 


fees at the gates. Within recent years an 
English Premier has won this blue ribbon 
of the English turf, and the bluest of blood 


_of the empire applauded. Thus securely has 


the seal of society’s approval been placed 


In 1830, however, 


upon the Derby races everywhere, until even 


the makers of statutes are uncertain if that 
seal does not include immunity for the soap 


box bookmaker and his Eastern system.“ 

In this present pause for the choosing of 
favorites in the fourteenth Chicago ‘Derby, a 
good many losers in past years will have 
occasion to recall how strikingly the unex- 
pected happened in the supreme moments of 
the race. 

Volante set the pace for uncertainties away 
back in 1885 by climbing from an obscure 
place on the betting cards to the dignity of 
winner. Silver Cloud did the same thing ih 
1886, and C. H. Todd in 1887 made big win- 
nings for those optimistic ones who are at- 


tracted to a forlorn hope. In 1898 Boundless . 


leaped into fame, and a year later Lucky 
Baldwin’s Rey El Santa Anita surprised the 
world of horse lovers. As to last year, there 
are few who do not recall the meteoric finish 
ef the awkward, bandaged, beflanneled Sid- 
ney Lucas, which had been Hsted as a doubt- 
ful starter in the beginning, and against 
which odds of 20 to 1 were placed. 
‘ 

Forty thousand persons saw that famous 
race, and at least 39,500 of them took the next 
day off in careful figuring as to how it could 
have happened. 

The day before Lleutenant Gibson was the

only Derby candidate to be mentioned with 
enthusiasm. Other. kinds of money went 
begging. Sam Phillips was secend in favor 
on the betting lists, while Advance Guard 


was even more frequently on the tongues 


of people guessing at the probable winner. 


But it will be long before the tens ot thou- 
sands who saw that memorable race forget 
how the favorite, Lieutenant Gibson, went 
to pleces and how the lank, ungainly colt 
swept in under the wire for the first money. 


To those who went simply for the excite- 


ment of a real horserace, it was a great 
exhibition; for those who had backed some 
other than the winning horse the actions of 
the colt were regarded with some conflicting 
emotions. The winner had not even the 
attraction of a pretty name, which in the 
case of Rey El Santa Anita had led one 
woman years before to put her money upon 
the winner at long odds, thus reaping a 
golden reward. Sidney Lucas simply had 
won six out of twenty-seven nondescript 
races in which he had been entered that 
season, and it seemed that his mission was 
only to illustrate just how unexpectedly the 
wholly unexpected may sometimes happen. 
At this Derby surprise it was estimated that 
$275,000 changed hands at the bookmakers’ 
forty-four stands made from soap boxes. 
At each of these stands the Eastern or

Fior this year, with a prosperity everywhere 
manifest and with the country at peace with 
the world, the Washington Park Derby is 
looked to as likely to exceed the brilliant 
show of last year. It wasconsidered that the 
society side of the Derby of 1900 had been 
exceeded only in the World's Fair year, but 
in the opinion of the management this year 
should break a social record. It seems to be 
taken for granted that bookmaking this year 
will de rather more under cover than for 
years, even if it is not partially suppressed, 
and under either circumstances’ one of the 
most objectionable of Derby institutions will 
have been minimized. 

More and more each year it becomes ap- 
parent that the Chicago Derby is bringing 
together all the heterogeneous elements that 
make the English Derby at Epsom. At Ep- 
som, on that “Wednesday preceding: Whit- 
sunday, all London that can get there is as- 
sembled, On that day, when the Derby 
crowd has gone, a horse could not be hired 
for love or midney. Trains are loaded to their 
oapacity, and hobo and beggar and the long 
ranks of the penniless who cannot get there 
in other ways walk in the hope of seeing the

of the question. She lingered for a day or 
two in a bath of oil and then died, leaving 
both her father and her friend, Princess 

rica, so broken by the tragedy that 
they each of them fell ill, many months 
elapsing before they recovered their health 
and to a certain extent their spirits. 

But for these two instances there have 
been no fatal results to the accidents which 
have happened to royalty. 

Not that crowned heads are in amy way 
immune from accident. Indeed, they have a 
startlingly large number to their credit, 
which is the more astonishing when one 
reflects upon the extraordinary care and pre- 
cautions that are adopted for their safety. 
Thus the present Dowager Empress of Russia 
with her younger son, the Grand Duke 
Michael, her two daughters, and the late 
Czar met with a railroad accident at Borki 
of such a character that it is incredible how 
any one of them could have survived. The 
imperial train was running along the top 
of a high embankment, when suddenly the 
rails spread, and it was precipitated down 
the embankment into a field below. 
perial family were sitting at table at the 
time, and every one of the, servants who 
were waiting upon them were killed on the 
spot, the little Grand Duchess Olga, then 
only 2 or 8 years old, being discovered clasped 
in the arms of her nurse, whose head had

Empe- 
ror William’s train was run into at Leipsic, 
with no damage, however, to any one on

with nothing worse than bruises resulting 
from his being hurled off his lounge, where 
he was sleeping, on to the floor. The Prince 
Regent of Bavaria met with a similar mis- 
adventure a year or so ago, while the nearest 
approach that King Edward has had to a 
railway accident was when, on one occasion, 
his private car had in some way become de- 
tached from the express train by which he 
was traveling and got left behind at Dijon. 
Princess Alexandra of Great Britain, daugh- 
ter of the late Duke of Edinburg and Coburg 
and granddaughter of the late Queen, was, 
however, more seriously shaken up in a 
railroad collision on the way from London 
to Balmoral to stay with her grandmother, 


Queen Victoria.

Queen Victoria was on board the royal

The old King of Denmark was severely 
injured some time ago by falling headlong 
down-stairs, while it may be remembered 
that King Edward, through a similar fall, 
fractured his kneecap while staying with 
the late Baron Ferdinand Rothschild. 

Queen Victoria sustained that injury to her 
knee which rendered her so lame during all 
the last ten years of her life through a 
strange accident. Young Lord Mountmorres 
was a 14-year-old boy, when through his 
father’s murder in Ireland he succeeded to 
the title. Owihg to the destitution in which 
the widow, Lady Mountmorres, and her nu- 
merous children had been left, Queen Vic- 
toria not only gave her free apartments at 
Hampton Court Palace but likewise nom- 
inated the young peer to be page of honor, 
an office which carries with it an annual sal- 
ary of $1,500 during the three years that it 
lasts. When about to kneel before her to 
kiss her hand on his appointment mingled 

usness and awkwardness caused him 

o tumble and to fall forward. In order to 
save himself he grasped the hand which the 
Queen had extended for him to kiss and 
dragged her down to the floor with such vio- 
lence that she was literally lamed for life. 
That ended the career of Lord Mountmorres 
at court, and although with her usual gen- 
erosity she allowed him to draw the pay of 
page of honor, yet he was never permitted 
to fulfill the duties of the office. 

It was not the only fall that Queen Victoria 
sustained, for just about a year before her 
husband died she met with another odd mis- 
hap on the ice at Windsor, where a game of 
hockey was being played. Among the most 
energetic of the players was the late Sir 
John Astley, the famous racing man, known 
on the turf as The Mate.“ At one moment 
of the game the impetus with which he was 
dashing forward caused him to lose entire 
control of his actions. He shot forward with 
so much violence that he bowled the Prince 
Consort, who was keeping goal, completely 
over, severely damaging the royal nose, and 
then arrived like a catapult in a sitting posi- 
tion against the chair occupied by the Queen, 
knocking her over and severely bumping the 
back of her head. Somehow or another this 
ended The Mate's career at court and his 
intimacy with! the royal fury.

VEN though one does not make a 
special study of character in faces, he

If it is remembered that for ages, before 
written language was much used, the voice

Of course, the mental 
gifts requisite for speeghmaking should be 
accompanied by the physical development 
needed for passionate utterance. Even today 
tone often counts for more than intellect 
in exercising temporary persuasion, as law- 
yers pleading in court realize only too well.

It was discovered at Megara by a boy and 
purchased from him for a trifle for the mu- 
seum at Athens, where it is now carefully 
preserved as a unique Christian document. 
This is the first clay tablet ever found with 
a Christian inscription upon it. 

The custom of writing upon clay tablets 


dates back thousands of years to the be- 


ginning of human civilization in Assyria, 


the oldest of these clay documents being 


3 seven or eight thousand years old. 
lay tablets dating in the fourteenth cen- 


tury B. C. have been discovered at Tel-el- . 


Amarna. in Egypt, and these were inecriled 


in Assyrian characters, with important ma- 


terial bearing upon the relations of the 

ptian court with Assyria and other na- 
tions of antiquity. But mo clay tablet writ- 
ten in Greek and of a Christian character has 
ever been discovered before the finding of 
thie one at Megara. The only clay se 
found in Palestine was that one discovere¢ 
by Bliss at Tel-el-Hesy, identified as be- 
longing to the collection of the Tel-el-Amar- 

na letters. i. 

The fragmént discovered at Megara is only 
four and one-half inches high, four inches 
wide, and two-thirds of an inch thick.

one from the others. Some are connected 


with the Russian diplomatic and military 


service; one, Sir William White. was the 
famous English Ambassador in Constanti- 
nople, Turkey. The Chicago representative 
Engalitscheff, a handsome and splendidly 
built man, has been in America for the last 
ten years, having arrived in * York 
during the year of 1891. 

Immediately prior to that time Prince 
Engalitscheff had served in the irassier 
Guards of her Majesty the Empress of Rus- 
sia. His military training he reecived at 
the Nicholas Cadet Corps, where he was 
graduated in the year 1889, while his literary 
and scientific education was obtained 
through private instruction in his own coun- 
try, France, and elsewhere. His family for- 
tunes meeting with a change which necessi- 
tated an occupation which would create and 
not dispense funds, the Prince came to the 
country of money-making Yankees, connect- 
ing himself at first with the Standard Oil 
company as cashier in Yonkers, N. V. James

The- ease of manner and refinement of 


Count Joseph Plater Cyberg readily betray 


him as the son of gentle blood. He has lived 
in America but two years and still feels 
foreign to American thought and American 
ways and life and spirit, retaining his loyal- 
ty to the land of his birth, romanti¢ Poland, 
whither he sighs some time again to return. 
Count Joseph's family came originally from 
Kurland, whence they brought their claims 
to noble lineage, but for a long time they 
have resided in Poland, where he was born 
about twenty-eight years ago in Warsaw, 
the historic city. It was here that some of 
his people wom for their name greater re- 
nown as ardent supporters of the Polish 
cause, and here Count Joseph received the 
education which now enables him to take 
a position as instructor in the Polish educa- 
tional center of Chicago, St. Stanislaus’ Col- 
lege of West Division street. He prides him- 
self with justice upon his descent from Count 


W. Plater. who founded the great Polish 
National Museum in Rapersville, Switzer- 
land, acknowledged to be the leading place 
of its kind in the world. When Count Joseph 
arrived in the United States he made New 
York his home, but five months since came 
on to this city. 

A second ardent worker in the insurance 
business is Count Weryha-Darowsk!i, a col- 
lector for an insurance company and 
formerly an officer in the army of Poland- 
Russia. For the last eight years the Count 
has sojourned in the United States, whither 
broken fortunes impelled him to come in 
search of improved circumstances, and here 
engaging in divers manners of money earn- 
ing occupations—photography, gas, and light 


trade, and now in the insurance business. 


Count Louis de Marosse, led by an innate 
love of art, after his graduation at the high 
school at his home, attended the Academy of 
Art at Krakow, then under the leadership of 
the famous Polish master Matgiko. Later 
he took a short course in Vienna and later 
one in Paris. When 19 years of age he volun- 
teered in the Austrlan army. where he at- 
tained the rank of Lieutenant-in-Reserve. 
Owing to a desire for travel and some em- 
barrassment in the extensive family estates 
ht Jurokowe, which at one time were the 
richest in Galicia, he came to the United 
States. Here he did considerable traveling, 
afterward remaining for some time in Wash- 
ington, where he enjoyed meeting many of 
his European acquaintances. Later he lived 
in Chicago, following his taste for art in 
transferring to canvas some of the impres- 
sions received in his travels. 

The family of Count de Marosse, now on 
the verge of extinction, belongs to the oldest 
aristocracy in southern France. Blondine 
Rene de Marosse, Field Marshal, and Aurora 
de Marosse, Countess de Venduson, wife of 
the Governor of Nice, well known in France 
and Italy, were the seniors. During the 
French revolution, after the decapitation of 
Louis XVIII., King of France, the De Ma- 
rosses were doomed; the Field Marshal was 
beheaded, the estates were confiscated, and 
the family had to seek refuge in other lands. 
The youngest of them, Ferdinand, the grand- 
father of the Chicago Count, migrated to 
Poland, where he remained permanently. 
At present only two male representatives of 
this once powerful family remain. 
younger; a cousin, owner of the extensive 
domains, now taking the diplomatic course 
in the Academy at Vienna,, whose mother 
is a Countess at Rome, and the older, Louis, 
now at Milwaukee, whose mother, Countess 
Krakowicka, is the granddaughter of Gen- 
eral Krakowicka, Governor of Warsaw dur- 
ing the Polish insurrection in 1831. 

In the archives of the family of the De 
Marosses are many valuable documents from 
the times of the French revolution, memoirs 
and correspondence of the Duchess Louis 
of Saxony in 1817, King Louis Philippe, Maria 
Christina, Queen of Naples, Duke Metter- 
nich, the Austrian Chancellor, and many 


other noted-personages.

On the eighteenth 
Olympiad the Penthalon was added, which 
included running, jumping, spear throwing, 
hurling the discus, and wrestling. Later 
still boxing was introduced. Boxing gloves 
being unknown at that date the boxers had 
strips of iron bound around their hands and 
arms. Both contestants in the Olympiad 
boxing games frequently received the wild 
olive branch, the winner wearing the olive 
in a wreath on his head, while the defeated 
party had it planted on his grave. 

A boxing bout in Chicago with the boxers 
using brass knuckles on their hands would 
be following the true spirit of the Olympic 
games, and there could be no doubt but that 
the winners would be good specimens of 
manhood, worthy of being crowned with 
wild olive leaves. The winner in the Greek 
games not only received the olive leaf crown, 
the greatest glory possible in Greece, but he 
was worshiped as a great national hero, 
Pindar wrote odes to his prowess, and be- 
sides he received a comfortable sum of money 
from the state, freedom from taxation, and 
che best seat at the theaters, to which he was 
always admitted free ot charge. 

These honors and emoluments should of 
course go to the winner of the Chicago Olym- 
piad. He could wear his laurel crown in- 
stead of a hat, and the first Assessor that at- 
tempted to tax his personal property would 
be taken to jail for six months. He would be 
received with rejoicing at any theater where 
he presented himself and be led by an escort 
of four ushers down to the front of the house 
and given a seat on the stage. Some local 
poet could be selected by popular vote de- 
scribing the prowess of the victor and how 
he triumphed over his rivals and won the 
game.

When autograph collecting was a craze for 
the many the public was familiar with some 
of the vagaries and importunities of the ama- 
teur collector.

Most 
remarkable of these collectors, perhaps, was 
Ben W. Austin, who died about a year ago in 
Dallas Tex. 

Austin’s efforts seem to have been merce- 
nary in large measure. It was his hope that 
his collections would provide for his wife 
when he was gone, and in the accumulation 
of signatures he did not stop at trifies. 

He was heard of first in the East and was 
exposed by the New York Critic. In taking 
up the work Austin created in fancy a 
„Northwestern Historical and Literary so- 
clety and had quantities of costly station- 
ery printed, using the title as a letterhead.
